Solomon’s Temple. 


De Lamartine, in his delightful book cal- 
led ‘A Pilgrimage to the Holy Land,” relates 
the following oriental legend, preserved in 
the tradition of the Arabs, detailing the eir- 
cumstances which dictated Solomon’s ee- 
lection of a site for the temple. 

“Jerusalem was a ploughed field, and the 
ground on which the temple now stands 
was the joint inheritance of two brothers; 
one of whom was marrvied and had several 
children, the other lived a bachelor. They 
cultivated in common the field which had 
devolved on them in the right of their 
mother. At harvest time, the two brothers 
bound up their sheaves, and made of them 
two equal stacks, whichthey left upon the 
field. During the night a good theught 
presented itself to the younger. ‘My 
brother’ said he to himself ‘has a wife and 
children to maintain. It is not just that our 
shares should be equal; let me, then, take a 
few sheaves from my stack, and, secretly 
add them to bis; he will not perceive it, and 
therefore cannot refuse them.’ This project 
the young man immediately executed. 


That night the elder awoke, and said to 
lis wife, ‘My brother is young, and lives 
alone, without any companion to asist him 
in his labors, or console him under his fa- 
tigues. It is not just that we should take 
from the field as many sheaves as he does. 
Let us get up and secretly carry a certain 
number of sheaves to his stock ; he will not 
find it out, and cannot refuse them. They 
did so accordingly. 

The next day both brothers went to the 
field, and each was much surprised to find 
the two stacks alike; neither being able in his 
own mind toaccount for the prodigy. They 
pursued the same course for several success- 
ive nights; but as each carried to his brother's 
stack the same number of sheaves, the stacks 


still remained equal; till one night, both de- 


termined to stand sentinel, to elucidate the 
mystery, they met—each bearing the 


sheaves destined for his brother’s stack.
